Lcmxxs, May 81.-~The light between 
Poter Jncks<ni aiirl Frank P. Slavin for 
the clunuiiiiiiislii]) of Australia an<l a 
jmrscof iJlo.d'Ki tiiuk place yesterday 
evening at the National Sporting club. 
The result was the vkiory at JeekMMl hi 
the tenth round. 

Although the monbers of the ohib 
who had seats reaerred subscribed from 
|25 to |.500 each for the privileffe and 
jiai"! II'J') niorc for every liiiest iiitro- 
duce<l, the liall was crowded to its full 
capadty. 

According to social and sporting 
standards a fbwr audience never gath- 
ered to witness a prise fight in this city. 
AIntoflt every conspicnouB Rportsman in 

the city was {ireseiit, enHiwiiit; his neigh- 
bor, some nicinber of the high aristoc- 
racy. Motst of the audience were in 
evening dress. 

R. J. An^le, who rofereed the Sulli- 
van-Mitchell fight in France, waa select- 
ed as the referee. Lord Lonsdale Intro, 
dnced the principals in a neat speech in 
wWch he said fair play w^onld W frfven 
both men. The principals were weighe*!. 
SlaTiin turned tne scales at 185 pounds 
and Jackson at IM. 

Slavin was seconded by Tom Burrows, 
of London. Tom WHUaas and his own 
brother, Jack. Charley Mitchell, who 
was selected by Slavin at firat as one of 
his seconds, was not allowed to enter 
the club on account of hislingentlemanly 
conduct in the club house one evening 
some time aj^^o. Jackson's seconds were 
"Parson" Charles Daviea, of Chicago; 
.1oe ClKninski, of San Fraadsco, and 
Harry Smith, of London. 

Pre\ions to the fight the customary 
sparring exhibition took place. The con- 
testants were Tom Williams and Tom 
Burrows. Inrth of whom were Slavin's 
trainers. The other exliitSition was be- 
tween amateurs, named White and Bow- 
man. 

The Ijetting which had mlefl at 7 to 
4 in Slavin's favor, was reduced to 5 to 
4 and eventually to 11 to 10 when the 

men entered the ring, which was twenty 
feet s(inare, instead of the regular 
twenty-fonr foot ring. 

After the preliminary boxing ezhibi 
tion, a deaa silence ensued. Jackson 
entered the ring first. He walked with 
a firm fitej) and his bearing showe<l 
marked confidence. Slavin entereil 
shortly afterward. The men at once 
shooit liands and took their comers. 

I ]i(in the call of "time," at 11:15, both 
men walked briskly to the center of the 
rin^;. ,I;u kson seemed to be fully two 
inclu's tidier than Slavin. But little 
time was wasted in sparring. 

First round — Sla^^n led for Jackson's 
l)ody. .Jackson, liowever. avoided him. 
Siavin folluwi'd liim up and .Jackson 
corir.tered on his nose. This aroused 
Slavin .- ire and he got home with his 
riulit "!i .Jackson's liody. Both men 
then • llddlt'il" all around the ring. The 
round ended with little damage done on 
either side. 

Second rounil— Sliivin 9eeme<l an.vions 
to get to work ■.<:)i\ led with Intth h;tnds, 
one after tlie oriier. l^nt .lacksou's long 
left was always in tlic way. The black 
man drew first Idood liv landing 
straiglit punch full nu .slavin's mouth 
and nose. First blood claimed and al 
lowed for .Jackson. Slavin's friends 
.seemed confident, nevertheh'ss. that 
Pmldy"s l)ody liliiws woulil sjxH.'dily tt-U 
on the ncf^ro. .facksoii relied on his left 
ti> take tile sting out of these blows. 

Third niinid^The men left their cor 
ners with alacrity. .Jai ksoii clid not feel 
the heat whh h \va.- stirtin;? in tli" club 
r<K)ni anil looked brisk and frcsli. On 
the other hand. Slavin's face showed 
(ilainly the lamishnient he liad r<'<'eiveil. 
Af^ain Slavin leil. He l)«'gan by placing 
his right h( ;'vil\' on .Jackson's riUs. He 
ilid not bun the ia;,'ro. however, and the 
latter smiled Imc Ic at him confidently. 
Some sliarji infi;;litiny: was indulge<l in, 
and in it, Jacksmi showed his sujieriority. 
Time wajj l alled. the rouml ending in 
favor of the negro. Both men were 
slightly '^rtvji^y. 

Fourtli n)1in<l— -At the l)eginning of 
tliis nnmd, .Slavin's backeiti weakenecl 
and tried t« lieilgc out their money. 
Jack.son opened hostilities by landing 
hard in SluNin'.* fiu-e with his left and 
followeil it up witli a terrific right- 
h.under in the same place. .Slavin's face 
now assunieil the hue of a boiled lobster. 
He was bli'eding all over and did not 
seem to mind the awful i)unishnient he 
wa.s suffering. He sometimes reached 
for the negro, bat Us blowa wuve 

weak. 

Fifth round— The white Australian 
seemed to be getting the worst of the 
tight, and if he was to win at all the 
end must come soon. .Jackson was 
piutly defensive now, and forced the 
lighting. He landed Ixtth hands, one 
after the other, full in Slavin's face and 
neatly avoided any return. Slavin. 
however, followed up his antagonist, 
only to receive more i)unishment. The 
round ende<l in Jackson's favor. 

Si.xth round— At this stage of the 
fight odds were otTered freely on .Jack- 
eon, but met with no takei-s. Slavin 
rallied slighily. but he did not make any 
heailway. From this iK)int on the battle 
never seemed to l)« in ihtubt. .Jackson 
did not throw away a chance, lint kept 
d''livering liis left in Slavin's face and 
Btei)i)ing away fKnn .Slavin's cyunters. 
slavin seemed \i ry jJ^oggy end l-is 
blows were wildly errati(% 

Seventh round - Slavin ap)«'ared to be 
greatly refresheil, and rallied t<3 the 
Qgbt. He fought \£it]i the tenacity.of a 



bulldog, bus tne sledgehammer blows 
delivered bj Jaduon w«e taUag on 

him. 

Eighth round— Tbia lonnd WM srettjr 
much the same aa the seventh aaa bo^h 
men appeared to be weak, and eqieciall v 
Shtvln. 

Ninth round— Slavin's weakness in- 
creased very rai)idlv while Jackson 
seemed to gain somewhat. Jackson con- 
tinned delivering his left in Slavin's face 
with the telling effect. 

Tentn round — Jackson kept up his 
heavy ponishment and delivered blow 
after blow about the face, neck and bo<ly. 
He then swung his right heavily under 
Slavin's heart and followed this blew 
Quickly with his left in Sla\-in's face. 
This move he .repeated seveial times. 
Finally ^\'in dropped into his oomci 
and did not Respond: to the oaU of tima 
1 i.oreupon Referee Angle awarded the 
fi;;l!t to Jackson. 

Slavi»i w;us very I'adly jmni-'shed. 
Ja-.'kson escajied unhurt excejit for ; 
light graze on the shoulder. Jackson 
had the be»t of the fight throughout all 
ten rounds. He showed iK-tter science 
and more physical strength. He also 
showed that he was a hard fighter. The 
fight was a game one, and Slavin still 
retains his friends and backers. The 
fignt lasted twenty-eight and one-half 
minutes, and everybody here ptononnced 
it a g(XKl one.

FIRE AND PL AGUE. 

A TerribI* Htrntm of AAtIrs Bslatlnr in 

Iiuliu. 

('Ai.crTTA, ^lay :!1.— Dispatches fron 
Sriiii'.gar sjiy that the whole district is 
panic stricken by lire and plau'Uf. Tht 
cholera is raging with unprecidi ut viu 
lence. In the last week one Utuidrec 
deaths have been reported and probably 
half as many more penoaa have died 
without any reoora or noHee to ttie an 
thorities. 

In theraralp<irtitins of the district all 
work has ceaseil. The jieople die by the 
rtiadside and in the vilhjge streets ^\^th 
noliody to nurse them or bury them 
Ou account of the tardiness of burials 
the air of the worst villages is p oUuted 
by horrible odors and the ravages of 
the disease are accelerated fram day t>j 
da v. 

iThe apiwmit hnpclessness of their 
condition han drivm UK^st of the p<ipula 
tion to theft and plunder. To a<' 
complish their purixises, the lowest 
classes have resorted to arson, and hard 
ly a night passes in a village of any size 
%vithout the setting of two or three 
fires. In the capital district the build 
ings has been almost completely wiped 
out by fire. Eai-ly in the week a clasti 
of huts on the bank of the River Jyluni 
were set on fire, and a high wind s^iread 
the flumes throughout the adjoining 
portion of the city. 

Siinagar is jioorly built and the native 
huts are clustered more closely even than 
in mo.st other cities. The brands and 
t-parlis were blown so rapidly from hut 
to hut the inhabitants had no time to 
ti-y to stay the flames. They ran, shout- 
ing and screaming through the streets, 
and many in their terror plungetl into 
the river and were drowned. Those in 
the section of the city furthest from the 
liver ran to the fields and hills wln r 
ilu y still live without shelter. Aljout 
t wo-thirds of the dtr on that aide of the 
liver where the ue started waa de- 
stroyed. 

(jii the following night the fire was 
started on the other ode at the river 
There waa no wind, and at first compara- 
tively little danger was apprehended. 
Flames in another quarter, however, 
soon frightened the inhaUtants, who be- 
lieved that they were ahoat to suffer, as 
had their fellows across the river. The 
l)eople started in droves to leave the 
city, and no effort was made to atop the 
progress of the fiames. Sevwal otlm 
fires were started in the Maio, and be- 
fore morning one-half the reat of the 
city was in ashes. Four thousand &aui 
lies are homeless, and aboot 80,000 men, 
women and children are now living with 
little or no food. 

The daily deaths are ndmbered bv 
d< >zens. Hundreds were ill ^tli cholera 
when the fires were started, and the ex 
nosore and lack of medical attendance 
iiave increased the prevalence of the 
disease, an well as its fatality two-fold. 
H<'lp haa beendianatohed from Lahore, 
about 300 miles diataat, bat the relief 
coqisistoo small to dive matwial aid 
to the great mass m sufferers. The 
natives hiive been too much crashed by 
th" pLigue, and the loss of their homes, 
t<s help themselves and those who are 
not istniggLug writh death or disease, 
siuuke in daied inUifftoenoe or squat 
round the roins bemoaning their mis- 
fortunea. 

1 nu vonditi(m of affairs in otiier parts 
ni the district is less appalling only be- 
ar.se there are no other cities of any 

i/.e. In many of the villages the fires 
la'. e been pioixa'tionately as destructive 
at the capital. In the whole district

RUSSIANS READY FOR WAR. 



An Incident 41oii|; tlif f:nlic'inii Frontier 
Which Shows the Hoetlle Feeling Kz- 
iatlng aotwoon naMla aod AtuMa. 

Bliioilsliril S;iv«'tl by a Peanatit. 

ViKNN.\. May :5).— The spectacle of 
Russian troops marching in hostile ar- 
ray against the Austrian forces was wit- 
nessed yesterday at the Galidan fhmtiedr 
near Radzivilou. The Atistrlan garrison 
of Bro<ly. an important town of Galida, 
about fiftycii,'lit miles from the AOB* 
tnaii military headipiarters at Lemlierg, 
for Eastern (ialiiia. w;ls out maneuver- 
ing. BrcMly is only a few miles from 
the Russian Polish frontier, and in the 
course of tramping aboat the Aiutrion 
troops tmwittingly croinA tlw frontier 
into Rnsahm territfltji a dMMt distance 
from Radxivilou. 

The whole frontier is patrolled bv 
Cossack videttee and it did not take long 
for the Baseiui sentinels to spy the Aus- 
trian banner borne on Rtisslan soil. The 
Coesacka hastened to report to the com- 
mander of the garrison at Radzivilou, 
and the troops were ordered to ttim ont 
prepared for battle. The Russian com- 
mander marshaled his men and then 
started on a hasty mar^ in the direction 
where the Austn'ans baJl been seen. His 
avowed object, as stated to his troop, 
was to attack the invaders and drive 
them back over the frontier. Had he 
overtaken the Austri^uis a serious and 
sanguinary encoimter would probably 
have been the result. Fortunately for 
peace the Austrian commander had his 
attention called by a Polish peasant 
friendly to Austria J as most of the Poles 
are, to the fact that be was on Baaiim 
territory. 

A brief re\iew of the snrronndlagi 
satisfied the Austrians that they htA 
made a mistake, and they turned thdr 
faces at once toward the frontier. Jtist 
m they were crossing the Russian troops 
were seen ajiproaching in the distance 
at a double (puck, but before the Rus- 
sians got within firing range the Aus- 
trians were on their own side of the 
line, and there wa.s no longer any ex- 
cuse for hostilities on the Russians. 
The Russians acted as if they were dis- 
appointed, and their commander, after 
placing a strong outpost at the point 
where the Austrians had crosse<i. re- 
turned slowly to Raiizivilou. The inci- 
dent was at once rejiorted by the com- 
mander to the Prince Von 'Wintlisch- 
Groetz, at LemlH*rg. general-in-com- 
mand of the Austrian forces in Ejistem 
Galicia. The affair is regarded in 
Vienna as of considerable sigiiificaTice. 
as showing the readiness of the Rus- 
sians to seize any pretext for hotttiUties.

Tanmany Changing Front and Willing 
to Accept Cleveland on 



The leaden of the May convention 
have already reeelved intimations from 

Tammany that that organization is not 
disposed to carry on any factional fight at 
Chicago, says a New York special to the 
Louisville Post. These intimations are 
informal and in one Hense irresponsible, 
but they indicate that Tammany is anx- 
ious to put itself in such a position that 
it may be on the winning side, no matter 
\vlio the winner may be. The Tammany 
leaders have been quicker to see the 
growth of the anti-Hill sentiment than 
Hill iiimself, and have no intention of be- 
ing crushed beneath ttie weight of his 
ambition. 

Tt is for this reason the Cle volanil lead- 
ers have received these informal intima- 
tions that Tammany has no hostility to 
rU vfland, and will cheerfully support 
him in case the sentiment of the conven- 
tion is in favor of his nomination. Tam- 
many, however, requires just one promise, 
and that is that in case it supports Cleve- 
land and makes no violent opposition to 
the claims of the May convention at 
Chicago, it shall retieive as an equivalent 
apromist' that no Demoeratie opposition 
to the Tammany city and county tit^ket 
shall be oiade next fall. 

There are some tliinss which indieate 
thatSenator Hill has in minda eoneentra- 
t on upon General Slocum. The (ieneral 
is a popular Democrat and would com- 
mand the support of Brooklyn delegates 
a!tlionv!h it might be difficult to secure 
those who represent Tammany Hail. He 
does not seem, however, to he particular- 
ly excited by these reixjrts, and he is not 
entirely convinced of the sincerity of 
iSanator Hill's purpose.

The enthiuiasm exhibited 
by this exhil)ition promises the happiest 
results. A spirit is abroad whicli, if 
properly utilized, will enable the direc- 
tors to erect, at a very eui ly date, a inm h 
needed structure in front of the present 
book room, and thereby enlarge and ex- 
tend its useful ni'ss as a (rreat public edu- 
cator, and as an auxilliary of the public 
schools of our city. 

Tn connection with this announcement 
it is pertinent to recall the fact that many 
years ago the centennial anniversary of 
the fint com planting in Kentucky by 
General Simon Kenton, in May, 1775, was 
celebrated with ^;re:it e<lat, under the 
auspices of our Historical tiociety, which 
was organized that centennial year. The 
celebration was held in a lieaiitifiil blue 
grass woodland near Kenton's iStation.

Weems was taken to 
Guthrie, Ky., but was comjielled to 
leave in an hour to avoid a mob. The 
telegraph ojifrators along the railroa<ls 
joined m and as far as jjossible kejit the 
towns aheiid infoniied.

Every town along the route furnished 
menacing crowds, and guns were thrust 
through the car windows.

Thdiiias 
C'ari)enter. the leadinif citizeu, made an 
eloquent adiireas and the lynching 
postponed. 

Chattanooga had been i;ifonned oC 
Weems' cianing. and a iii. b liad gone 
out to Wauhatiliie. six mil - tioni the 
city, to lyneh him, Thf uHi(cis heard 
of it at Honker, and. wliilr the train 
was running twenty miles an hour, 
Weems was thrown off the car, the offi- 
cers jumjiing after, followed by lour of 
the armed men, who wcic caiiturcd, 
disaniu'd a .d lied to trees, wlnle the 
trio took to the mountains, tiaiiiiiing 
for eigliteen lioni's over liaicoMn and 
Lookout m>"intains. fuiding streams 
and jiluiigT' g through forests in the 
blackest iiigbr. to Ooltewah. (ia.. 

All through the iright they heard 
their pursuers ami saw their torches. 
At Ooltewah. which was ri'a< he^l at dav- 
break. they took a train for Kiioxville, 
which Wits leached in the afternoon. 
Weems wa^ denied admi -ion to the 
jail, as he had been at Leb'sTion, Athens. 
Cleveland and ollur jioints. and was 
brought on to thi- jilace, wlieiv he was 
locked up. In five ('ays he tn. veled over 
l.tKKt miles, saw o\ er Jofi niobs ready to 
]\nch hini. \\ as refused adiiiissiun to i 
Bcoreof jails, traveled t wenty-tive miles 
over the wonst mountains oi' the state, 
was slKjt at, visited three :'tat"s and was 
80 near two others that he c. add see 
them. If the story could be toid in all 
its details of stratagems, narrow escaiies, 
exciting en> (!Uiiters. wild rides, hmeh 
walks and agonies of susjiense, it would 
outrival a HMVel.

At the station were Sm< 
peror William, the Empress Augusta 
Victoria, Crown Prince WiUium 
Princes Eitel Frederick, Adalbert, 
August William, Oscar and Joachim, 
Cotont Bothe Zn Eulenbuxg.the Duchess 
of Edinlmrgh and the IrinoOf Marie, 
General Von Kaltenbom-Staclura, lilln' 
ister of the Interior Heerfurth, Count 
Von Wedel, chief of the emperor's 
household, many members of the gen 
eral staff, the commander of the garri 
son in Potsdam, Freiherr Morschall Von 
Bieberstein, secretary of etate for for< 
eign affairs and about fifty oOoenof 
the guards. 

The little mieen, after alighting from 
the train, took her mother's hand. The 
emperor hastened forward •vdth the em 
nress, lifted her hand to his lips and 
kissed it. While he paid his respects to 
yueen Regent Emma in a similar man' 
ner, the empress emliraced Wilhelmina 
and kissed her repeatedly on the forehead 
and cheeks. The queen regent and em 
press embraced, ami then fha small 
Princess of Hohenscdlem iraa Dnmght 
forward to welcome tha visitors. Th' 
little crown prince was in his new uni 
form of a lieutenant of the First guard 
He followed gravely the example set by 
his father, and kissed the hand of the 
little qneen and her mother.

Ti e 
houses and shojis between tbt iMilway 
st.ation ,ind tiie jralace were illuiiiiiiateii. 
Dutch and ( reriiian colored tJowers and 
palms had been built over tlie streets 
l)etweeii the gates ahd the city hall. Tl:e 
station had ) -en tnniiiied witli bnntin'.'

The police and militiiry kejjt tiu- 
crowd back from 6:45 ontil tb« party 
drove away.
